Weaving, no doubt, originated when some prime- 


val creature plaited his or her. hair, and then 
tried crossing three strands of heavy grass one 
over the other. From mats and baskets,.came the 
idea of interiacing wool threads, and so cloth was 
invented... Weaving, in some form or other, is one. 
of the earliest signs of civilization.
